‘DISGUSTED’ 


Mother claims doctor diagnosed son’s kidney failure as a sore throat 


A two-year-old boy suffering 
acute kidney failure was diag¬ 
nosed with a sore throat and 
sent home by an out-of-hours 
doctor, his mother claims. 

Distraught mum Julie Smithers 
told the Thamesdoc clinic medic 
covering the out-of-hours service at 
Epsom Hospital that toddler Luke 
was very unwell and had blood in 
his nappy. 

But Mrs Smithers claims she was 
only told Luke’s throat was infected 
and to take him to her own GP for a 
urine test the following day. 

Instead the concerned mum took 
him to East Surrey Hospital where 
doctors admitted him immediately. 

The next day he was transferred to 
a special renal unit at St Thomas’s 
Hospital where he spent almost a 
week receiving treatment and un¬ 
dergoing tests. She has written a let-

ter of compaint to Thamesdoc which 
has promised to investigate. 

Mrs Smithers, from Northacre, 
Banstead, said: “The staff at East 
Surrey and St Thomas’ were bril¬ 
liant but I am absolutely disgusted 
with Thamesdoc.” 

“When we were seen by the consul¬ 
tant at East Surrey he said Luke’s 
kidneys had shut down and he want¬ 
ed to send him to St Thomas’.” 

Luke is now back at home but he 
must return to the London hospital 
for further scans and investigations. 
Doctors think a temporary blockage 
caused his problems but will carry 
out further tests on the toddler. 

Mrs Smithers and her husband 


Lee called Thamesdoc for a home 
visit on Sunday, January 11, after be¬ 
coming seriously worried about 
Luke who was crying and in pain 
and had been sick. He had been ill 
for a couple of days but his condi¬ 
tion suddenly deteriorated. 

Thamesdoc, the service employed 
by Surrey PCT to provide out-of- 
hours GP services, told the couple to 
take Luke down to an emergency 
Thamesdoc clinic held at Epsom 
General Hospital. 

“I don’t think the doctor looked at 
him properly. She looked at his 
throat which was a bit red and said 
he had a throat infection. I was very 
unhappy and my sister-in-law said to 
take him to East Surrey Hospital. 
We were seen very quickly and they 
told us that we would be staying 
overnight.” 

In the morning Luke was trans¬ 


ferred to the St Thomas’s hospital 
with acute renal failure. 

“I don’t like to think what might 
have happened if we hadn’t taken 
Luke to another hospital,” said Mrs 
Smithers. 

“If the Thamesdoc doctor didn’t 
know what was wrong with him she 
should have done tests, sent him up 
to a ward or at least got a second 
opinion. Thank goodness East Sur¬ 
rey Hospital took it seriously.” 

Stephen Price, chief executive at 
Thamesdoc said: “Due to patient 
confidentiality we are unable to 
comment on the care of individual 
patients. However, we do fully inves¬ 
tigate any issues that are raised with 
us. If Mrs Smithers wishes to con¬ 
tact us directly we will of course 
fully investigate her concerns.”

A pregnant woman in labour 
could be stranded at her 
home, unable to reach hospi¬ 
tal because Surrey County 
Council has run out of money 
for road works. 

SCC says it cannot fund the 
work necessary to install a 
second level crossing at 
Ashtead station for use when 
the permanent crossing is 
closed for maintenance. 

Residents living close to 
Ashtead Common, whose only 
access to their homes is by the 
level crossing, will be cut off 
for five nights while Network 
Rail carries out major re¬ 
pairs. 

The work will mean that the 
level crossing will be closed to 
traffic from 11pm on Saturday, 
January 31, to 8am the follow¬ 
ing day and from 11pm to 
6.30am each night from Mon¬ 
day, February 8, to Friday, 
February 12. 

It means that householders 
on the common side of the 
railway will be cut off unless 
they walk across the level 
crossing and anyone needing 
the use of their car will have 
to leave it parked at the sta¬ 
tion on the other side of the 
crossing. 

One of the people who will 
be isolated during the mainte¬ 


nance is a woman who is ex¬ 
pecting a baby. 

It was only after negotiation 
by Ashtead Residents Associ¬ 
ation that Network Rail guar¬ 
anteed access for emergency 
vehicles at all times during 
the repair work. 

David Baker from the ARA 
said: “I was told that they 
might not be able to maintain 


emergency cover while they 
lifted rails but I told them it 
was completely unacceptable 
- you have to have emergency 
cover.” 

But a second crossing to be 
used during maintenance is a 
long way off in spite of nego¬ 
tiations between councillors, 
Network Rail and SCC. 

Network Rail will fund the 


crossing, which is actually on 
the track, but the rest must 
come from Surrey. 

An SCC spokesman said: 
“Unfortunately, we do not 
have any funding available for 
this. We have agreed to get an 
estimate of the costs of the 
work and then meet with Net¬ 
work Rail again. We are 
awaiting the estimate.”

Teens caught buying 
alcohol using fake ID 


Underage teenagers used 
fake driving licences to per¬ 
suade shopkeepers to sell 
them alcohol and cigarettes 
while others borrowed gen¬ 
uine licences to use as proof 
of age. 

Three teenagers have been 
cautioned after trying to 
trick staff at Tesco Express 
in Ashtead into selling them 
booze and cigarettes while a 
shopkeeper at Alldays in 
Ashtead village has been 
prosecuted following the al¬ 
leged sale of alcohol to a 15 
year old according to the lat¬ 
est Ashtead neighbourhood 
watch newsletter. 

In the newsletter, Neigh¬ 
bourhood officer PC Jason 
Woods said: “We are still 
aware that some teenagers 
are asking people over the 
age of 18 to buy alcohol for 
them and there are still iso¬ 
lated incidents of under-18s 
in the village in possession 
of alcohol. However this has 
improved dramatically over 


the last year. 

“We would like to urge 
parents to discuss these is¬ 
sues with their children as 
these incidents could result 
in staff losing their jobs or 
their child getting a crimi¬ 
nal record. 

“Anyone found buying al¬ 
cohol for under-18s are like¬ 
ly to be prosecuted and 
persons attempting to pur¬ 
chase items they are not en¬ 
titled to with fake ID will 
also be dealt with.” 

He pointed out that while 
it illegal to buy cigarettes 
under the age of 18 it is not 
illegal for 16 and 17 year- 
olds to be in possession of 
cigarettes in public. 

While 16-year-olds can ask 
anyone over 18 to buy 
cigarettes for them, it is 
against the law for over 18s 
to buy alcohol for anyone 
under that age.

‘Deliberate and shocking cruelty’ as pet ponies shot 


Two horses were shot in the eye 
with an air gun in Headley, 
Leatherhead. 

An eight-year-old Shetland 
miniature, crossed with a 
Falabella, and a Clydesdale Cob 
both had their right eye punc¬ 
tured by an air pellet. 

The Shetland, which belongs 
to a three-year-old girl, is under¬ 
going emergency veterinary 
treatment. It lost its eye but it 
will recover. 

The Clydesdale Cob, also a 
family pet, had lost his left eye 
four years ago, due to cancer, 
and his injured right eye could 
not be saved. 


He was left completely blind. 

“His eye was not salvageable 
and he will have to be 
terminated,” said Mike Burrell, 
the veterinarian who treated 
the cob and is still treating the 
Shetland. 

The owner of the horses, who 
did not want to be identified, 
said: “We found out when 
we went down there to feed 
them on Saturday, and realised 
that there was something 
dreadfully wrong. 

“The Shetland is my daugh¬ 
ter’s, who is almost three, and 
she understands he was hurt. 

“She keeps saying he will be 


better soon.” 

The incident happened some¬ 
time between 7.30pm on Friday 
January 16 and 12pm on 
Saturday, in Lodge Bottom Lane, 
Headley. 

Mole Valley Sergeant Peter 
Gunning-Stevenson said: “This 
was a deliberate and shocking 
act of animal cruelty. 

“This incident has distressed 
the owners and the whole 
equestrian community in the 
area. 

“This is why I am appealing to 
members of the public to help 
us. 

“It is particularly worrying, 


as this incident comes only a 
few weeks after a bull was 
injured in Slough Lane. 

“At the moment, we are not 
ruling out that the two 
incidents are connected, which 
is why we need information 
from the community. 

“I am urgently appealing to 
anyone with any information at 
all, no matter how 
insignificant it may seem to you, 
to come forward.”

Councillor in 
interest conflict 


A councillor is being investigated for fail¬ 
ing to declare interest in a planning appli¬ 
cation at a meeting. 

According to the complaint made to the 
standards committee councillor Jan 
Mason, chairwoman of Epsom and Ewell 
Council’s planning committee “failed to 
disclose interest” in a planning applica¬ 
tion on her street, Amis Avenue, in West 
Ewell. 

There is no record of Coun Mason 
declaring an interest in the application to 
build two, two-bedroom semi-detached 
houses with one parking space each, at a 
meeting in June, although she did declare 
it at a subsequent meeting in November. 

The complaint also said she “used or at¬ 
tempted to use her position improperly to 
confer or secure for herself or any other 
person an advantage or disadvantage” 
and that her actions “compromised the 
impartiality of the planning committee 
and brought her office or authority into 
disrepute.” 

An assessment sub-committee decided 
to refer the matter to the monitoring offi¬ 
cer for investigation. The sub-commit¬ 
tee’s said it considered that it was “in the 
interests of good governance to investi¬ 
gate the matter further”. 

Coun Mason did not return the Epsom 
Guardian’s calls before this edition went 
to press.

Officers from British Trans¬ 
port Police, along with a dog 
unit, Epsom police and plain 
clothes revenue inspectors 
searched passengers for drugs, 
offensive weapons and did sur¬ 
prise check on fare evaders as 
they left trains, from 7.30am 
this morning. 

A youngster received a repri¬ 
mand for possession of 
cannabis, and two summonses 
will be issued by Southern 
Trains for prosecution for fare 
evasion. 

Passengers were sniffed by 
the police dog and stopped if 
the scent of drugs was 
picked up. 

Sergeant Gary Pickett said: 
“We are aiming at the students 
that come mainly from Sutton

We often have complaints from 
residents about drugs and they 
are often concerned that the 
students might be carrying 
knives.” 

This is the fourth operation of 
the kind at Ewell East station to 
be carried out in the last six 
months. 

Out of 39 people who were 
stopped and searched, four were 
spoken to regarding fare eva¬ 
sion, 12 were issued with £20 
fines and 16 with fines of up to 
£45 for not having tickets. 

In the last three operations, 
134 people were fined for fare 
evasion, 40 were searched for 
drugs and four caught with 
small quantities of cannabis.

Unwanted Christmas trees were 
collected by a special crew and 
taken to KPS Composting Services 
in Isfield, West Sussex, which recy¬ 
cles the borough’s garden waste 
into compost. 

Glass bottles and jars, and plas¬ 
tic bottles deposited at recycling 
banks are remanufactured into 
new glass products and new plas¬ 
tic bottles. Paper and card is recy¬ 
cled to make new cardboard

packaging. Food and drink cans 
are sold for use in steel tin plate 
manufacturing, and foil is recy¬ 
cled into new aluminium 
products. 

Paper and cardboard is bulked at 
the Earlswood Depot and then 
transported to Kemsley Mill in Sit- 
tingbourne, Kent. The mill manu¬ 
factures the material into new 
cardboard packaging. 


Glass bottles and jars are trans¬ 
ported to Surrey Waste Manage¬ 
ment Limited (SWML), Surrey. 
The colour-separated glass is then 
delivered to Three United Glass in 
Harlow, Essex, for remanufactur¬ 
ing into new glass products. 

Mixed cans (food and drink) are 
bulked at Earlswood, and trans¬ 
ported to Viridor Resource Man¬ 
agement in Kent. Steel and 
aluminium cans are sent to Euro¬ 
pean Metal Recycling (EMR) in 
Canning Town, London, for on¬ 
ward shipment to Corns or AMG 
Resources in South Wales. The 
steel, tin and aluminium are sepa¬ 
rated and sold back to the relevant 
markets, such as steel tin plate 
manufacturing. 

Plastic bottles are bulked at 
Earlswood Depot, and then trans¬ 
ported to Viridor Resource Man¬ 
agement in Kent. Bottles are hand 
sorted into their different polymer 
types and baled for recycling into 
new bottles. Seventy per cent are 
kept within the UK market, 15 per 
cent are sent to the European mar¬ 
ket and 15 per cent are sent to 
the Far East.

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‘Doesn't look good,’ says 
man accused of murder

The man accused of killing a 
drug dealer said “this doesn’t 
look good”, when he showed 
his father the body of his 
friend, police were told. 

Michael Jordan, 25, from 
Ashtead, is said to have killed 
former public schoolboy 
Matthew Demko with a weight¬ 
training barbell, when they ar¬ 
gued over a £3,000 drug debt. 

His father Stephen Jordan, 
who has since died, said in a 
statement to police: “There is 
no way in a million years that 
Michael could have done some¬ 
thing like this to Matthew.” 

The family had equipped 
their garage as a gym, and 
Michael had been there with 
Demko, also 25, on the night 
he died. 

Stephen Jordan was expect¬ 
ing guests for a dinner party 
that night and said he was vac¬ 
uuming the house when his 
son raised the alarm. 

“My son came running to¬ 
wards the house and said 
something like “Dad, Dad, 
Matt has been attacked”, 
he said. 

“He may have said something 
like “someone has hit 
Matthew’. I noticed Michael 
had blood on his hands, train¬ 
ers and fleece,” he added. 

Both men ran back to the 
garage and Michael said “this 
doesn’t look good”, Stephen 
Jordan stated. 

His son told police he had 
gone into the house to get a CD 
and saw a man walking out of 
the garage when he returned. 

He said they went into the 
garage and found Demko, who 
was lying at the back of the 
garage on his back. Stephen 
Jordan said there was a “huge 
pool of blood.” 

“There was blood every¬ 
where,” he said. “I could easily 
see he had a big head wound to 


the back right-hand side, 
around the ear and I could see 
matter around the injury. 

“The only thing I saw on the 
floor was a black mobile 
phone, which I know I used, 
and a silver bar, which I think 
is used to hold weights.” 

His son called the emergency 
services and told the operator 
someone has just attacked one 
of his friends “really badly.” 

He went on to tell the opera¬ 
tor: “Me and my friend were in 
my house and someone came 
into the garage where we were 
and attacked my friend.” 

He told the operator some¬ 
thing had been wrapped 
around his friend’s neck and 
he had taken it off. 

Asked if Demko was breath¬ 
ing, he said: “I don’t think so. I 
can’t see any movement at all.” 

The phone was handed to his 
father, who said: “I hate to say 


this, but he looks absolutely 
dead to me. His head has been 
smashed and I can tell you, no 
amount of CPR is going to do 
anything.” 

Stephen Jordan gave Demko 
chest compressions in a des¬ 
perate bid to revive him until 
an ambulance arrived. 

In his statement, he added: “I 
remember Mike was dis¬ 
traught. He had blood on his 
hands, fleece and face and he 
wanted to get rid of the smell.” 

Police began taking a state¬ 
ment from Michael, but 
stopped half way through to 
arrest him. 

Paramedic Lorraine Stead¬ 
man told the court Michael 
Jordan had told her colleague 
that there had been two 
strangers in the garage. 

Stephen Jordan said he knew 
Michael had smoked cannabis, 
but that he had told him he had 


not taken any other drugs. 

He had paid off up to £4,000 of 
his son’s debts, but at the time 
of the incident, he owed 
around £2,000 to his bank and 
£2,000 on his credit card. 

“The only trouble I can recall 
him being in is when he 
skipped a couple of train tick¬ 
ets,” he added. 

Stephen Jordan worked as a 
local Government officer for 
Wandsworth Council and said 
Michael lived at their home at 
Links Road, Ashtead, Surrey 
with mother Lisa and 
sister Samantha. He has 
another sister, Eva, who left 
home. 

He told the court his son had 
left school at 16 with no qualifi¬ 
cations because he did not like 
school, but he was a 
‘bright boy’. 

Michael was due to start a 
temporary admininstrator job 
with Surrey County Council 
when Demko was killed. 

“Everyone I talked to said 
Michael is such a lovely lad,” 
his father said. 

Demko, who went to Pang- 
bourne College, Reading, after 
winning a sport scholarship, 
had arrived at Michael Jor¬ 
dan’s house to collect cash 
owed to him through drug 
deals, the Old Bailey 
has heard. 

Demko worked for Glendale 
Grounds Management as a 
contracts manager, and used 
Michael Jordan as a street 
dealer who would often sell 
drugs and collect money on 
his behalf. 

At the time of his death, 
Demko was owed around 
£3,000 by Michael Jordan, who 
had completed the sale of 
three ounces of cocaine, it was 
claimed. 

Michael Jordan denies mur¬ 
der. The trial continues.

Raunchy entertainment is com¬ 
ing to Epsom - but with strict 
conditions. 

Damon Wellman, owner of 
the Stir cocktail bar in East 
Street, was given permission to 
go ahead with his plans for 
adult entertainment at Stir at 
Tuesday’s meeting of the licens¬ 
ing hearing sub-committee. 

But there was good news for 
objectors who fought a deter¬ 
mined battle against the appli¬ 
cation to keep the bar open 
until 2am, which they said 
would make their lives hell - the 
bar must shut at 11pm, except 
for Fridays and Saturdays when 
it will shut at 2am - the present 
closing time. 

What was described as “adult 
entertainment” will stop at 
lam, and all performers must 
provide evidence they are over 
21. There will be no dancing at 
the tables and dancers will be 
restricted to performing in one 
area of the club. 

Male and female dancers will 
perform at separate times. 

New blinds will be installed to 
ensure that no-one outside the 
club can see in when perfor¬ 
mances are taking place. 

Mr Wellman, who told the 
committee that he had installed 
extra soundproofing to the club 
and regularly monitored noise 


levels outside Stir agreed that 
he would not advertise the adult 
entertainment at his club in 
Epsom and Ewell and he em¬ 
phasised that the new licensing 
conditions would not make 
major changes to the way the 
bar operated. 

Two petitions were handed to 
the committee, one signed by 
230 people against the applica¬ 
tion and another signed by al¬ 
most 140 people in favour. 


One of the objectors to the li¬ 
cence application was Eira Fes- 
noux, who told the committee 
that she liked living in the cen¬ 
tre of town and was prepared 
for some levels of noise, but if 
the bar opened until 2am every¬ 
day life would be “intolerable”. 

Others told the committee 
that the bar’s customers could 
be rowdy and antisocial. 

Councillor Eber Kington, who 
had lodged objections on behalf 


of a group of councillors, said 
that he was very disappointed 
that the police had not also 
lodged objections. 

He assumed the lack of objec¬ 
tions from the police was “be¬ 
cause it is easier to deal with a 
randy punter rather than a 
drunk one”.

New figures have revealed 
that cases of C diff at 
Epsom, St Helier and Sut¬ 
ton hospitals have dropped 
by nearly 50 per cent.

High school’s governors 
were let down by council

Epsom and Ewell High School 
has been badly let down by Sur¬ 
rey County Council, its former 
governors said. 

The board of school gover¬ 
nors were forced to step down 
and a new regime was put in 
place after a disastrous Ofsted 
report which said the school 
was failing to provide an 
acceptable standard of educa¬ 
tion. 

However the governors said 
with the right support from the 
council the school might never 
have been put in special mea¬ 
sures, and its fortunes could 
have been turned round. 

According to the report, pub¬ 
lished on Wednesday, the 
number of children meeting 
national expectations was ex¬ 
ceptionally low. 

The poor behaviour of a mi¬ 
nority of students was also re¬ 
vealed to be affecting the 
education of the majority and 
there was a lack of permanent 
staff in some subjects. 

The report also showed that 
many students were feeling 
very disaffected with the 
school. 

But although the inspectors 
found that the previous head¬ 
teacher, Alison Dawes, had 
dealt with the school’s financial 
problems, restructured the

leadership team and dealt with 
the major staffing issues, the 
county council asked her to 
leave and take up another post 
and appointed a new executive 
head - Ani Magill. 

Former chairman of the gov¬ 
ernors Julian Freeman led the 
mass resignation of the gover¬ 
nors, which are to be replaced 
by an interim executive board 
of three people after being told 
that there was no other effec¬ 
tive option available which 
would save the school. 

He is appalled that what was 
supposed to a special package 


of support from Surrey County 
Council to prevent the school 
from being put into special 
measures was useless. 

In a letter to the Epsom 
Guardian he wrote: “The sup¬ 
port from Surrey was meaning¬ 
less and insignificant to the 
extent that it was completely 
ineffectual. 

“It is the view of almost all 
governors that the Local Edu¬ 
cation Authority has failed to 
give the school the support it 
needed and asked for. 

It is [the LEA] who ultimately 
should be called to account.” 

Mr Freeman was an Epsom 
and Ewell High School gover¬ 
nor for five years before taking 
over as chairman for two weeks 
before the forced resignation of 
the governing body. 

He said: “The governors were 
told that the only way to bring 
about the improvements neces¬ 


sary was for them to stand 
down to make way for the 
board. 

“At the end of the day the only 
thing that matters is the pupils 
that attend the school and their 
chance of a decent education. 

“Nothing else matters, and I 
think that was the view that all 
the governors took.” 

A spokesman for Surrey 
County Council said: “We had 
support in place for the school 
to address issues that we knew 
about. 

“Unfortunately there was 
insufficient progress made 
before the Ofsted inspectors 
visited. 

“The county council will con¬ 
tinue to support the school, and 
the new leadership team.”

Areas of Beddington Park, 
Cheam Park, Perretts Field, 
Rosehill Park and St Helier 
Open Space will be turned into 
meadows over the next three 
years. 

Conservationists have provid¬ 
ed £170,000 in funding because 
London’s house sparrow popu¬ 
lation has plummeted by 68 per 
cent in 15 years. 

A shortage of insects, due to 
increased paving and traffic, is 
thought to be behind the biggest 
bird mystery of the modern age. 

Tim Webb, a spokesman for 


Sutton police’s Operation Ba- 
jith saw 14 arrests for bur¬ 
glary and a further three for 
handling stolen goods, taking 
and driving a vehicle and car¬ 
rying an offensive weapon. 

Four suspects have been 
charged with burglary of¬ 
fences and are in custody. 

Enquiries continue with the 
remaining suspects who are 
all currently on police bail. 

A police spokesman said one

A total of 20 parks around 
London are being converted 
using grass, wildflower mead¬ 
ow and wildlife seed mixes. 

In Sutton, an average of 2.84 
house sparrows were observed 
in 600 gardens in 2007, com¬ 
pared with 3.39 three years ago. 

A Sutton Council spokesman 
said: “Knowing whether wild¬ 
flower meadows, arable land or 
grass makes the best habitat 
will inform our choices about 
how best to support the declin¬ 
ing sparrow populations. 

“It’s not just sparrows that 
will benefit - butterflies, bees, 
bats and all manner of insects 
will also be attracted to the wild 
flowers and grasses.”

A Worcester Park man who 
carried out an elaborate 
£11,000 mortgage and housing 
benefit fraud has been jailed 
for 12 months. 

Kash Santos, 35, of St Philip’s 
Avenue, used false documents 
to obtain a mortgage on his 
property and told Sutton Coun¬ 
cil he didn’t own his home but 
was renting it to claim housing 
and council tax benefit. Santos 
also failed to declare that three 
tenants were living at the ad¬ 
dress. He then bought a second 
property in New Malden on 
false documents and again 
continued to claim benefits. 

Santos appeared at Croydon 
Crown Court on January 8 fol¬ 
lowing a joint investigation be¬ 
tween the council and Sutton 
Police. 

On sentencing Judge Ainley 
said that he had taken into ac¬ 
count Santos’s guilty plea and 
previous good character. 

However, he added that peo¬ 
ple who commit mortgage 
fraud put financial institu¬ 
tions at risk and that taking 
money from the public purse 
will be dealt with in the most 
sever way.

“Benefit fraud is a crime and 
we will not hesitate to prose¬ 
cute those who claim public 
money that they are not enti¬ 
tled to.

A self-help group for the 
families of alcoholics is 
looking for new members. 

Al-Anon family group’s 
offer support to those peo¬ 
ple affected by someone 
else’s drinking. 

There are 30 groups based 
around Surrey which pro¬ 
vide a forum for relatives 
and friends of people who 
suffer from alcoholism. 

One in every five adults in 
the UK are now described 
as regularly abusing alco¬ 
hol and the Al-anon groups 
give assistance to families 
of those with drink prob¬ 
lems. A growing cause for 
concern is the four or more 
people who are in close con¬ 
tact with serious problem 
drinkers, who may also be 
adversely affected. 

The Al-Anon group was 
set up by the wife of Alco¬ 
hol Anonymous founder 
Bill Wilson. 

Member of the Weybridge 
group, and former Sutton 
town centre manager, 
Richard Thomas, 64, is 
keen to let people know 
that there is a group in the 
area. He said: “I started 
going to the group a few 
years ago after someone 
close to me became an alco¬ 
holic. I had heard stories 
about her bingeing but it 
was not long ago that I 
found out she had an alco¬ 
hol problem. I had read 
about Al-Anon when I was 
on holiday and I wanted to 
go along to see what it was 
like and if it would help me 
understand.” 

Mr Thomas believes the 
group is a great way for rel¬ 


atives to get things off their 
chest. 

He said: “Everyone in the 
group is equal. There is no 
leader; it is just people 
sharing very similar stories 
about their loved ones. It is 
amazing to what extent al¬ 
coholics will lie about their 


drinking. It is very helpful 
to talk about it and it 
makes you feel that you are 
not alone. I don’t know any¬ 
body’s surname in the 
group and whatever is said 
never leave the room.” 

Mr Thomas had a stark 
message for those affected 


by the disease. “You can not 
stop people drinking, you 
didn’t cause it and you can 
not cure it. These groups 
can help you stop blaming 
yourself.”

Rage over rent hike 


A tenants group have vowed to 
step up the pressure in their fight 
against unfair council rent in¬ 
creases. 

Sutton Federation of Tenants 
and Residents’ Association has 
launched a petition against the 
Government’s 6 per cent rent in¬ 
crease. 

SFTRA chair Jean Crossby said 
they aimed to present the signa¬ 
tures at a demonstration outside 
Number 10 on March 25 and would 
write to Housing Minister Mar¬ 
garet Beckett voicing their con¬ 
cerns. 

Mrs Crossby said the group 
wanted the Government to freeze 
the planned increase until a re¬ 
view is completed by the Govern¬ 
ment. 

She said: “In this current climate 
and times of hardship for many,

rent increases of over 6 per cent 
driven by the Government rent re¬ 
structuring policy is unjust. 

“The ElOmillion taken from Sut¬ 
ton tenants for last year will be in¬ 
creased by three quarter of a 
million pounds this year which 
now represents 38 per cent of rent 
income. 

“Residents of Sutton call on the 
Government to reduce this 
amount or a least freeze it until 
the housing revenue account re¬ 
view is finalised.” 

Both local MPs Tom Brake and 
Paul Burstow have pledged their 
support to the campaign. 

In Prime Minister’s question 
time MP for Carshalton and 
Wallington on January 14 Tom 


Brake said: “Sutton’s tenants, who 
suffer from housing that is not of 
an appropriate standard in some 
cases, make an average contribu¬ 
tion of £1,473 each from their rent 
to the central pot. 

“In effect, ElOmillion is being 
taken out of Sutton to subsidise 
and improve social housing in 
other parts of the country that we, 
not having two-star status in our 
borough, need to invest in improv¬ 
ing our own property. 

“It is a fundamental issue of fair¬ 
ness. When tenants in a borough 
pay their rent, they expect that 
rent to be spent locally on doing up 
their own properties. They do not 
expect ElOmillion a year to be ex¬ 
ported to do up council properties 
in other parts of the country.”

The son of a football legend 
has lent his support to a for¬ 
mer Sutton United player beat¬ 
en into a coma in Malia, Crete. 

This week, Derby County’s 
new manager Nigel Clough, 
whose famous father Brian 
Clough was a former Notting¬ 
ham Forest manager, called 
Robert Hughes after hearing of 
his ordeal. 

Robert, 29, needed four life¬ 
saving operations after the at¬ 
tack on June 17, 2008 and will 
receive rehabilitation this year 
for his acquired brain injury. 

The passionate footballer has 
been told he will need to wear a 
helmet if he ever wants to play 
the game again. 

His mother Maggie Hughes, 
of Wallington, said her son 
idolised Mr Clough senior who 
was made an OBE, was a for¬ 
mer Sunderland and England 
player and manager of Derby 
County, and died of stomach 
cancer in 2004 aged 69. 

Mrs Hughes said she was 
astounded to hear Mr Clough’s 
son Nigel, 42, on the phone and 
when she passed him on to 
Robbie, her son’s eyes “lit up” 
and the conversation brought

back a lot of hidden memories. 

She said: “It was out of the 
blue, we weren’t expecting it at 
all, Robbie was so excited. 

“The doctors have told us 
that this sort of thing can real¬ 
ly help his memory and it 
works. 

“I don’t really want him to re¬ 
member the attack as I don’t 
want him to have to relive it all 
again, but we do need to en¬ 
courage back his earlier mem¬ 
ories. 

“At times he forgot that Brian 
was dead and I had to keep re¬ 


minding him, but afterwards 
he was absolutely buzzing 
about it and was calling all of 
his friends to tell them who 
he’d just been speaking to.” 

Mrs Hughes said Nigel, a for¬ 
mer Nottingham Forest player 
who was coached by his father 
Brian, publicly referred to him 
as “the Number 9”and invited 
Robbie to watch a game at the 
Rams’ grounds. 

She said: “We’re not sure 
when it will happen, but it’s an 
amazing offer and we’re hop¬ 
ing we can arrange it when 


there’s a game between Not¬ 
tingham and Derby. 

“If there’s something that is 
going to bring Robbie back it 
will be football, it’s all he 
thinks and dreams about.” 

Meanwhile the family are 
waiting for news from Greece 
about the next step in the case 
against Robert’s five attackers 
and hoping they will be 
brought to justice soon.

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MP pleads for Iraqi 
man held without trial

Carshalton and Wallington MP, 
Tom Brake is stepping up pres¬ 
sure on the Government to help 
an Iraqi businessman currently 
held by American forces in Iraq 
on terrorism charges. 

Kadhum Ridha Al-Sarraj, 29, who 
lives in Carshalton, was arrested 
on September 15 after a heart 
monitor he created was mistaken 
for a bomb. 

Mr Al-Sarraj, a salesman with 
medical equipment supplier 
Matana, is being held in Camp 
Cropper where former President 
Saddam Hussein was held prior to 
receiving the death penalty. 

Previously Foreign Office minis¬ 
ter Bill Rammell has said he would 
not be able to help Mr Al-Sarraj, 
who holds a ‘spousal’ visa in the 
UK, as he is an Iraqi national. 

But Mr Brake said he believed 
Mr Rammel owed a “moral and 
diplomatic” duty to help Mr Al- 
Sarraj who has been locked up for 
four months and would emphasise 
his point at a meeting with him in 
the next few weeks. 

He said: “This man is married to 
a British citizen. She’s lost her hus¬ 
band into a camp which he may not 
emerge from anytime soon. 

“I think that the minister has a 
moral responsibility, if not a 
diplomatic one to be more helpful 
than he has been.” 

Mr Brake said he was also con¬ 
cerned that, since the Americans

had handed over control to the 
Iraqis, getting information from 
the camp would become much 
harder. 

Mr Al-Sarraj’s wife Shereen 
Nasser, 24, a research assistant, 
who has employed a lawyer in 
Baghdad to help with the case, 
said: “We have not been able to see 
him since December 9 and our 
next visit is February 21. 

“We have no other way of get¬ 
ting in contact with him, so we 
don’t know how he is doing. I feel 
like I’m hitting my head against a 
brick wall.” 

Previously Mrs Nasser has 
claimed that the Americans have 
no good reason to hold him and 
have admitted he is innocent. 

However last year Major Neal V 
Fisher II, from the Task Force 134

unit in charge of detainee control 
in Iraq has said Mr Al-Sarraj was 
“a threat to the security of Iraq.” 

Mrs Nasser said she believed her 
husband’s MSc degree project 
measuring cardiac output fell into 
American hands after his family’s 
Baghdad home was burgled two 
years ago when the family fled the 
war-torn city. 

Mr Al-Sarraj’s device was stolen 
along with other belongings and 
when the Americans gained pos¬ 
session, they dusted it for finger¬ 
prints which then sparked the 
security alert when Mr Al-Sarraj 
returned to the country to sell 
pacemakers.

A 10-year-old boy is helping to raise £4m 
for Great Ormond Street Hospital to 
repay the surgeons who gave him a new 
life. 

Oliver Barlin, from Wallington, had a 
brain abnormality diagnosed after suffer¬ 
ing repeated seizures from the age of nine 
weeks. 

Neurosurgery was considered perilous 
because of a “disappearing lesion”, dis¬ 
eased tissue which cannot always be de¬ 
tected by an MRI scan. 

But in 2004 specialists used complex 
imaging techniques to remove the lesion 
without disrupting his healthy brain 
cells. 

To express his gratitude, Oliver is now 
backing the Theatres for Theatres cam¬ 
paign, which will help pay for two new op¬ 
erating theatres. 

His mother Sharon, 50, said: “If it were 
not for the surgery, his seizures would be 
uncontrollable. We feel indebted to the 
Great Ormond Street Hospital team and 
Queen Mary’s Hospital, Carshalton, 
where he was first treated.

The Prime Minister’s £20bn sup¬ 
port package for small companies 
has been greeted with scepticism 
by local businesses. 

Gordon Brown’s attempt to stop 
the recession turning into a depres¬ 
sion includes a scheme which will 
see firms given up to £2,500 in “gold¬ 
en hellos” if they take on anyone 
unemployed for more than six 
months. 

But Green Tree Cafe owner Sarah 
Rickard, who has had to cut her 
staff numbers by 50 per cent in re¬ 
cent months and now closes on a 
Sunday, questioned the efficacy of 
the scheme. 

She said: “What’s to say a busi¬ 
ness would not sack one of its staff 
and then take on an unemployed 
person just to get the £2,500? 

“Where does that leave the next 
person? I can’t take on any more 
staff than what I currently employ, 
for me this is not helpful.” 

Gordon Brown’s plan also in¬ 
cludes a small loan guarantee 
scheme, expected to cost the gov¬ 
ernment more than £lbn and ex¬ 
pected to provide businesses with 
working capital of between £10bn 
and £20bn. 

The criteria against which firms 
applying for the loan guarantee 
are judged will be relaxed and 
the scheme will be made available 
to firms with sales of £50m, 
compared with the current limit 


of a £5.6m turnover. 

Miss Rickard said: “How are 
small businesses going to pay this 
back? It’s just going to throw them 
deeper and deeper into debt.” 

She said London Mayor Boris 
Johnson should put pressure on the 
Government to decrease business 
rates and work to ensure landlords 
did not put small businesses out of 
the market with rising rent costs. 

She said: “My rent has gone up 58 
per cent since last year. 

“How can this be justified if 
property values are falling? 


“It is exerting more pressure on 
us. The Government could also give 
£10,000 for every £100,000 a small 
business turns over. It’s not a lot of 
money, but it could be enough to 
carry on and bail us out.” 

Cheam Chamber of Commerce 
member Tom Goodliffe said: “Boris 
Johnson could try to make sure that 
the smaller centres don’t miss out. 

“Bigger centres still seem to get 
the most assistance.”

Residents kept in cold 


One month after heating charges 
were doubled, Shanklin Village 
residents have been their told leak¬ 
ing windows must remain until 
next year. 

The Government now faces de¬ 
mands to release £4m of funding 
owed to freezing tenants and lease¬ 
holders for urgent repairs. 

Residents of the Sutton estate ex¬ 
pressed fury when it was an¬ 
nounced that substandard 
windows would not be replaced 
until 2010 at the earliest. 

The chilling news came weeks 
after Sutton Housing Partnership 
(SHP) announced fuel bills were 
increasing from £8 to £16, with 
leaseholders paying £4,000 each for 
gas mains renewals. 

One resident, Lee Smith, 37, said: 
“The windows are shocking. They 
are 4mm single glazed picture

glass. They would not pass any 
modern health and safety stan¬ 
dards. 

“When it is windy they open 
themselves. We are probably pay¬ 
ing more to heat our two-bedroom 
maisonette than people in four- 
bedroom houses and most of it is 
going straight out of the win¬ 
dows.” 

Conservative parliamentary can¬ 
didate Phillipa Stroud urged Sut¬ 
ton Council to “act reasonably” 
when clawing back money for new 
piping. 

After a residents’ meeting last 
week, she said: “None of us could 
take that hit all at once, particular¬ 
ly in this economic climate. 

“Both the Government and the 


local council have the power to en¬ 
sure tenants do not freeze and 
leaseholders do not go under fi¬ 
nancially. I urge them to act cre¬ 
atively to address a situation that 
is causing real fear.” 

A joint statement read: “The 
London Borough of Sutton and 
Sutton Housing Partnership (SHP) 
feel that the recent meeting with 
Shanklin Village Estate’s tenants 
and leaseholders was both positive 
and constructive. The meeting was 
well attended by residents with se¬ 
nior representatives from the 
council and SHP also present. We 
are currently considering all the 
points that have been raised.”

Tom Brake, MP for Carshalton and 
Wallington, together with Paul 
Burstow, MP for Sutton and Cheam, 
joined the new Greenpeace campaign 
Airplot to attempt to thwart BAA ex¬ 
pansion plans by buying up land need¬ 
ed to build a third runway 

Carshalton would be directly in the 
flight path of the giant aircraft if the 
expansion went ahead. 

Pieces of land have already been 
snapped up by celebrities and other 
politicians who are against the airport 
expansion. 

Oscar-winning actress Emma 
Thompson was joined by impression¬ 
ist Alistair McGowan, Greenpeace and 
others including parliamentary candi¬ 
date Zac Goldsmith to buy the field 
north of the airport. 

Conservative candidate Zac Gold¬ 
smith said: “At every stage, this Gov¬ 
ernment has ignored public opinion 
and the science of climate change. It 
pushed through a sham consultation,

relied on a hopelessly flawed economic 
model, and has danced shamelessly to 
BAAs tune.” 

Actress Emma Thompson, star of ro¬ 
mantic drama Last Chance Harvey, 
said: “I don’t understand how any Gov¬ 
ernment remotely serious about com¬ 
mitting to reversing climate change 
can even consider these ridiculous 
plans. It’s laughably hypocritical. We’ll 
stop this from happening even if we 
have to move in and plant vegetables.” 

TV impressionist and Barnes resi¬ 
dent Alistair McGowan said: “BAA 
were so confident of getting the Gov¬ 
ernment’s go-ahead, but we have cun¬ 
ningly bought the land they need to 
build their runway Now that we own 
it, we’ll never sell it to them and we’re 
confident that we’ll be joined by people 
from all over the world who will help 
us defend it.” 

Mr Burstow said: “I’m glad to be able 
to put my name to this action and show 
the Government that their arguments 
about the benefits of a third runway 


are unconvincing. For many of us who 
live under the flight paths this will rep¬ 
resent a significant disturbance, never 
mind what the seemingly unchecked 
expansion in air travel is doing to our 
environment.” 

Mr Brake said: “I am very proud to be 
part of the plot to stop airport expan¬ 
sion. We need to tackle climate change 
and that means stopping airport ex¬ 
pansion. The extension will increase 
flights from 480,000 a year to 702,000 in 
the London area. New flight paths 
would affect wider parts of London in¬ 
cluding Carshalton and Wallington, 
threatening a big rise in disturbance. 


For the sake of the climate and Car- 
shalton’s residents we must stop the 
third runway.” 

A spokesman for Heathrow said: 
“Until the Government makes a policy 
decision, questions around legal stand¬ 
ing on potential property purchases 
are purely hypothetical. 

“Whether you are flying to LA to go 
the Golden Globes or flying to Shang¬ 
hai for business you need a large net¬ 
work of long-haul flights, this is why 
we believe growth at Heathrow is nec¬ 
essary”

Responding to your head¬ 
line article about the impo¬ 
sition of special measures 
at Epsom and Ewell High 
School, I would like to 
record appreciation for the 
work done by the (now pre¬ 
vious) governing body. 

I have not heard one note 
of appreciation for the 
work that they have under¬ 
taken and wish to do so 
now.

I am fearful for the 
future of the school 


Local residents will be aware 
that I attended Epsom and 
Ewell Secondary Modern 
School (Epsom and Ewell High 
School as it is now) as a youth, 
and was delighted to be ap¬ 
proached in 2007 to become a 
governor of my old school. 

My work to support and de¬ 
velop the school in my roll as a 
governor was challenging to 
say the least, for it very quickly 
became clear that Surrey 
County Council had undertak¬ 
en little to improve the envi¬ 
ronment for both pupils and 
staff since I had left in 1959.

a sub group of governors to in¬ 
vestigate all possible sources of 
government development fund¬ 
ing in an attempt to counter the 
council’s lack of appropriate 
and meaningful development 
of the school which, for what¬ 
ever reason, has been disgrace¬ 
fully long overdue. 

Aside from the unstinting 
support from Councillor Jan 
Mason and Alison Dawson, the 
school’s new headteacher, I re¬ 
ceived little to no offer of 
effective assistance from the 
school’s governing body, mem¬ 
bers of staff or Surrey County 
Council. 

Therefore, it was with great 
sadness that I, due to frustra¬ 
tion at this lack of support, 
combined with changing per¬ 
sonal circumstances, I felt com¬ 
pelled to tender my resignation 


from the board of governors in 
October 2008. 

From this date, I have contin¬ 
ued (incorrectly) to be listed as 
a school governor on the 
Epsom and Ewell High School’s 
website. 

Finally, may I state that I still 
remain totally committed to 
the school, its pupils and staff, 
but without a clear and positive 
management policy from 
Surrey County Council to facil¬ 
itate the development and im¬ 
provement of the school, 

I am fearful for the school’s 
future, especially at a time 
when the borough of Epsom 
and Ewell needs more high- 
quality education facilities, not 
less.

Estate agents across Epsom 
believe rock-bottom interest 
rates - the lowest in 315 years - 
make bricks and mortar an at¬ 
tractive investment again. 

With savers getting next-to- 
no return on cash in the bank, 
buying flats and houses sud¬ 
denly makes a lot of sense.

First-time buyers who can 
scrape together deposits are 
finding themselves competing 
against savvy investors for the 
best bargains. 

The buy-to-let market, which 
seemed dead as a dodo two 
months ago, now looks the 
place to be - a welcome piece of 
good news for understandably 


disheartened sellers. 

“The market will change, 
and will change very, very 
quickly,” predicts Chris Pos- 
ford at Parry & Drewett, in a 
clear warning to those waiting 
for prices to bottom out. 

He says that savers who see 
interest rates melting away to 
nothing are being lured back 
to bricks and mortar by the 
prospect of five, or more, per 
cent rental returns. 


“We’ve sold a couple of flats 
for investment recently,” he 
confirmed. 

Realistic pricing is still key 
to freeing up the rusted hous¬ 
ing market, but once word gets 
round that property is moving 
again, pent-up demand will 
come into play. 

“There are many more frus¬ 
trated savers than there are 
mortgage borrowers,” one 
housing market expert told the 
Guardian. 

“They are increas¬ 
ingly perceived to 
be getting a raw 
deal, and though 
savers have less 
tucked away in 
their accounts than 
the average home 
buyer has bor¬ 
rowed, they collec¬ 
tively have more 
than £1 trillion in 
savings, deposit 
and cash ISA ac¬ 
counts.” 

Average bank and 
building society in¬ 


stant access account rates 
stood at 1.68 per cent in Nov¬ 
ember, and have fallen further 
since then. 

Forty per cent of accounts 
now pay 1 per cent or less on 
deposits of £5,000, while 7.5 per 
cent of accounts now offer in¬ 
terest of just 0.1 per cent. 

Banks and building societies 
fear customers may stop sav¬ 
ing altogether if interest rates 
fall further, with snapping up 
one and two-bedroom flats 
being the most obvious alter¬ 
native. 

Lenders’ demands for high 
deposits has been holding back 
some first-timers, but this 
week’s news of fresh govern¬ 
ment pressure on banks to 
lend, lend, lend is expected to 
ease that bottleneck. 

“Property remains a ‘safe 
haven’ long-term, with rental 
in great demand in a world 
where other sectors - banking, 
shares, pensions - have shown 
instability,” said Simon Caird 
of Epsom market leaders 
Cairds. 


The return of property in¬ 
vestors and the inherent 
British passion for home-own¬ 
ership - a part of the nation’s 
DNA - are driving a pick-up in 
interest in property in the 
Epsom area this month. 

Estate agents, leaner and 
sharper after contracting in 
the second half of 2008, are 
quietly confident in key sec¬ 
tors of the market. 

Small cottagey houses, flats 
near ameneties and transport 
links, and realistically priced 
family homes are selling, even 
if other parts of the market 
(such as large detached homes) 
are still tricky to shift. 

“Investors are coming back, 
at the right price,” said Keith 
Parry of Direct Residential. “It 
makes for a good market.” 

Others share the positive 
mood. Susan Gandar of Pat¬ 
rick Gardner said: “We think 
the upsurge in activity follow¬ 
ing the dramatic interest rate 
cuts will increase as banks 
slowly relax their stranglehold 
on mortgage money.”

This is the first time the 
director, Jeffrey Raggett, has 
worked for Leatherhead 
Operatic Society but it is not 
the first time he has put on a 
performance of this musical. 

Sweeney Todd was made 
into a musical by Stephen 
Sondheim in 1979 when it 
was first performed on 
Broadway with Angela Lans- 
bury as Mrs Lovett. 

It is a darkly comic piece of 
revenge, murder and 
madness. Benjamin Barker 
returns to London in search 
of a certain Judge Turpin 
who killed his wife years 
ago. He shacks up with a pie

shop owner, Mrs Lovett, and 
then attempts to exact his 
revenge on the judge. 

Raggett says: “It is a story 
which is very gory but 
wonderfully woven together 
with a lot of comedy which 
makes it real black humour. 

“The musical is really 


more of an operetta/opera - 
it is exceedingly challenging 
music, often performed by 
opera companies. 

“I think the music is one of 
the big draws. For a director, 
it is wonderful music but a 
fiendishly difficult score.” 

The story is a careful 
balance of the comic and 
dark elements, both being 


used to highlight the other, 
as Raggett explains: “You 
have to lighten the dark - 
you have to put the light un¬ 
derneath it to make it more 
pronounced.” 

Raggett was thrilled the 
cinema public went to see a 
Stephen Sondheim musical, 
when Tim Burton brought 
out his version starring 
Johnny Depp and Helena 
Bonham-Carter. 

He feels the film version 
will affect all future produc¬ 
tions of Sweeney Todd and 
praised the performances of 
both actors. 

Concerning the venue for 
this new production, Raggett 
adds: “Epsom Playhouse is a 
great space to perform in as 
there is a great sense of 


connection between the audi¬ 
ence and the stage. 

“Our play is trying to 
engage the audience as part 
of the scene - that communi¬ 
cation is really important. 

“The space lends itself to 
this kind of production.” 

Raggett describes the role 
of the company as that of 
gossips passing on snippets 
of information. 

“The story is told by the 
company, they are almost 
news readers telling the 
audience what’s going on.”

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Gus Van Sant’s new film, Milk, 
marks something of a return 
to the mainstream for the 
maverick director of My Own 
Private Idaho and Good Will 
Hunting. 

His most recent pictures 
have taken an arthouse 
approach with mixed results, 
from the sublime, Palm D’Or- 
winning Elephant, based on 
the Columbine High School 
massacre, to the insipid Last 
Days, that reimagined the 
suicide of Nirvana lead singer 
Kurt Cobain. 

But with Milk, Van Sant is 
back on a less-disorientating 
footing. 

Thankfully, despite dropping 
the stylistic experiments, 

Van Sant’s idiosycrantic 
touches are still discernible, 


particularly in the fusing of 
documentary footage with the 
film’s recreations of the story 
of Harvey Milk, played full 
throttle by Sean Penn. 

Milk was the first openly gay 
man to be elected to public 
office in America after he was 
voted onto the San Francis¬ 
co’s Board of Supervisors in 
1977 and the film charts his 
rise to prominence and 
his eventual assasination. 

The film was made with the 
co-operation from many of 
Milk’s friends and was filmed 
on location with them in San 
Francisco. 

This helps contribute to the 
authenticity of an important 
and thought-provoking picture 
that is almost certain to figure 
in this year’s Oscar shake-up.

There are several laws of 
panto that must be adhered to 
in order to stage a successful 
show full of hilarity and 
hoarse voices (from the con¬ 
stant cries of “oh no he isn’t”). 

These are the eternal strug¬ 
gle of good versus evil (there 
must always be someone to 
boo); the Principal Boy (a part 
actually for the ladies); the 
Dame (a part actually for the 
men); the presence of animals 
(real-life animals is risky, so 
two people playing the panto 
horse is a safer alternative), 
and the Transformation Scene 
(either literal, Cinders prepar¬ 
ing for the ball, or metaphysi¬ 
cal, when the hero’s period of 
doubt and uncertainty is 
about to be dispelled). 

Sticking to these basic prin¬ 
cipals will ensure sellout audi¬ 
ences, rave reviews, and 
BAFTA nominations. OK, per¬ 
haps not, but it will leave your 
audience satisfied, something 
David Barnfather knows all 
about, having acted in and 
directed pantomimes for 
Carshalton Pantomime 
Company for 44 years. 

His current production, 
Treasure Island, is showing 
at Secombe Theatre until the 
end of January. 

Starting off as an actor, 
before moving into stage 
management, Barnfather 
became top brass 12 years ago. 

“I think I like directing the 
best because you are responsi¬ 
ble for producing everything 
and you can see the results of 
your labours,” he says.

Demand for small cars is strong, and they hold their value 


The Toyota Aygo was Britain’s 
slowest depreciating car in 
2008, according to research 
from parkers.co.uk. 

In its annual depreciation re¬ 
port, Parker’s compared last 
January’s new prices with 
what an owner could expect to 
get if they sold privately now. 

A buyer who got their hands 
on a Toyota Aygo last year will 
now have lost just £1,515 over 
12 months - the equivalent of 
just £4 per day.
